That on March 11, 1941 the Department of Transport 
expropriated certain lands from the St. Andrew's Presbyterian 
Church of the City of Welland, being composed of part of Lot 
60 and part of a strip or area of land between the former 
westerly limits of the Welland Canal and the easterly limits 
of Lots 60 and 61 all in Concession 5, Township of Crowland, 
for the purposes of stabilization of the walls of the Welland 
Canal in that location;
